Stale- CIA relationship in MS Program 


F rosm the inception of the N1S Program in 1948 the Department 
of State ha* been a major participant, with CIA and the Defease agencies 
represented on the permanent NIS Committee, in the joint development 
of the substantive and procedural aspects of the program, and in the 
production of contributions to the NIS. 

Since the start of NIS production the Bureau of Intelligence and 
Research (or functional predecessors) has, in accordance with agreed 
allocation of production responsibility, annually and cumulatively made 
State the USIB agency with the largest commitment for and production 
of topical units for the NIS on a world-wide basis. The total of State- 
produced and State -coordinated topical section* has approximated 39% 
of the more than 5, 200 NIS sections produced to date. 


The Bureau of Intelligence and Research is responsible, by its 
own production and to a considerably less extent by coordinating 
contributions by other agencies, for virtually all NIS topical sections 
of Chapters TV (Sociological), Chapters V (Political), and non- Bloc 
Chapters VI (Economic). This responsibility includes coordination 
and production of the specinl biographic intelligence components and 
International Communism of the NIS.
